I  HAVE  juft  ftated  the  naked  Faft  in  the 
following  paper,  without  going  any  far¬ 
ther  into  the  queftion  than  what  was  barely 
neceflary  to  explain  my  intended  diftindtion. 

Thofc  who  purfue  the  ftudy  of  pathology 
will  find,  through  this  Fa6t,  an  ample  field 
hitherto  unexplored,  from  which  they  may 
eolledc  new  and  fatisfaclory  information.

In  confequence  of  this,  and  other  new 
diftinctions,  1  have  founded  a  compleat 
Courfe  of  Leftures  on  the  General  Subject 
of  the  Venereal  Difeafe.  As  it  is  a  Courfe 
refulting  from  experience  and  increafed  in¬ 
formation, 
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formation,  of  which  I  truft  this  Paper  may 

be  deemed  a  fpecimen,  I  have  not  hitherto 

confented  to  read  it,  until  that  I  have  a  clafs 

of  auditors  large  enough  to  recompenfe  me 

* 

for  my  labour,  and  free  enough  to  give  me 
credit  for  that  which  I  conceive  my  indefa¬ 
tigable  labour  entitles  me  to  expedt.  When 
that  opportunity  is  given  to  me,  I  fhall  em¬ 
brace  it  with  pleafure,  as  it  muft  be  ever 
pleafing  to  me  to  impart  that  which  may 
increafe  the  public  ftock  of  knowledge,  and 
promote  the  Profeffion  of  which  I  have  the 
honour  to  be  a  Member, 

If  I  have  made  a  diftinction  which,  from 
the  year  1494  up  to  the  prefent  date,  at 
leaft  one  thoufand  authors  have  overlook¬ 
ed,  if  that  diftinction  be  a  neceflary  fa£t, 
without  which,  that  which  ought  to  be  ex¬ 
plained,  could  not  be  explained,  I  hope  1 
fhall  have  the  active  fupport  of  thofe  who 
are  convinced  of  this  new  Fact,  remembei-

ing  always,  that  an  intelledtual  man  is  never 
more  pre-eminent  to  an  ignorant  one,  than 
when  he  will  not  fupprefs  the  conviction  of

My  utmoft  wifiies  do  not  go  fo  far  as  to 
fuppofe  that  this  Fadt  will  be  adopted  with¬ 
out  a  fcruggle.  The  mind  of  man,  like  the 
foil  of  the  earth,  muft  undergo  preparation- 

prejudices,  like  weeds,  muft  be  firft  extir¬ 
pated— the  new  produce  muft  have  room 
to  expand,  and  time  to  flourifh.

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'"TpiRST,  I  {hall  take  into  confideratioil, 
^  not  for  the  purpofe  of  information, 
but  of  recollection,  that  venereal  fluid  re¬ 
ceived  from  another  fubjeCt,  will  produce  a 
local  venereal  effeCt  upon  other  parts  befides 

thofe  for  generation  ;  becaufe  I  believe  that 

/ 

that  important  truth  is  too  obvious,  too 
commonly  known,  to  be  confidered  as  a  new 
truth,  and  too  well  recorded  in  conjunction 
with  a  train  of  continued,  moft  fevere,  and 
moft  exacerbated  fymptoms  that  can  be  found 
throughout  the  hiftories  of  cafes  which  have 

A  been 
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been  given  of  the  progrefs  of  the  venereal 
difeafe. 

But  my  prefent  purpofe  of  this  obferva- 
tion  is  to  prepare  the  mind,  and  to  engage 
the  attention  to  one  of  the  mod:  important 
theoretick  points  in  the  nature  of  that  difeafe, 
that,  in  my  opinion,  has  been  for  many  years 
offered  for  difcufiion,  and  which  is — that 

the  venereal  fluid  produced  through  infeflion

imparted  by  another  fubjeft,  will  be  harm- 
lefs  to  the  fubje<5l  who  fecrets  it.  That  ve~

nereal  fluid  thus  produced,  neither  generally, 
nor  particularly,  will  ever  a£l  to  the  preju- 
dice  of  the  fubje£l  whofe  fecretion  it  is, 
when  it  appears,  and  when  it  is  known,

that  the  venereal  fluid  of  one  fubjefl  being 
imparted  to  another  fubjeft,  and  there  re¬ 
maining  fo  that  fuch  fluid  may  take  effedt, 
is  the  only  means  by  which  the  venereal 
difeafe  is  propagated,  and  conftantly  fup- 
ported  in  fociety.

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To  enquire  into,  and  to  confider  in  truth, 
what  will  be  the  confequence  of  the  venereal 
fluid,  which  is  received  from  one  fubjeft,  and 
imparted  to  another,  what  will  be  the  effeft 
of  this  upon  any  part  where  that  it  is  left 
locally  to  aft,  and  where  that  it  does  aft, 
and  then  to  compare  it  with  what  will  be  the 
confequence  of  the  venereal  fluid  which  is 
taken  from  one  part  of  a  fubjeft,  and  con¬ 
veyed  to  any  other  part  of  the  fame  fubjeft, 
and  there  to  leave  it,  and  by  every  means  to 
induce  it  to  aft  limilar  to  that  fluid  which

is  received  from  another  fubjeft,  and  to  fee 
what  will  be  the  effeft  of  this  upon  that 
part  where  it  is  left  thus  to  produce  an 
action — this  is  the  purpofe  of  my  prefent 
paper,  in  order  to  place  this  new  theory  of 
mine  in  the  ftrongeft  point  of  view  that  I 
can,  and  to  try  the  liability  and  the  truth  of 
it  by  every  poflible  tefl:  that  I  can. 

I  fhall,  therefore,  for  the  further  eluci* 

A  2  dation 
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dation  of  what  I  am  hereafter  to  offer,  make 
a  few  obfervations  upon  the  liability  of  every 
part  receiving  a  local  infection  of  the  vene¬ 
real  difeafe  by  other  means  than  venereal 
intercourfe  betwixt  the  fexes,  when  by  any 
extraordinary  manner  the  venereal  fluid  of 
one  fubjedt  is  conveyed,  and  left  fo  to  adt 
upon  another. 

In  a  rare  cafe  which  I  faw  of  a  gonorrhoea 
of  the  eye,  and  where  the  eye  was  loft,  it  evi¬ 
dently  appeared  that  it  arofe  from  the  fol¬ 
lowing  accident,  and  that  it  was  produced 
through  the  application  of  the  venereal  fluid 
of  another  fubjedt  to  that  part ;  for  the  fub¬ 
jedt  who  loft  his  eye  through  it  had  know¬ 
ledge  of  a  woman  half  an  hour  before  he 
went  home,  and  when  he  came  home,  w  a  fil¬ 
ing  his  eyes,  becaufe  they  were  weak,  as  he 
had  been  in  the  habit  of  doing,  with  his  own 
urine,  he  by  that  means  imparted  to  his  eye 
fome  of  that  venereal  fluid  which  was  im¬ 
parted 
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parted  to  himjuft  before  by  the  infected  wo¬ 
man,  The  eye  began  to  inflame  before  that 
the  venereal  ftimulus  was  difcovered  in  the 
urethra,  and  each  gonorrhoea  after  kept  its 
own  courfe  ;  and  although  both  of  his  eyes 
were  wafhed,  as  both  were  weak,  yet  only 
one  of  them  became  thus  infedted,  becaufe 
that  none  of  the  fluid  of  the  woman,  by  be¬ 
ing  all  confumed  on  the  eye  infedted,  or  by 
fome  other  failure  in  the  aftion  of  the  vene¬ 
real  fluid,  took  effect  on  the  other  eye. 

Venereal  fluid,  imparted  from  another 
fubjedt,  has  the  power  of  producing  a  chan¬ 
cre  upon  the  fkin  ;  and  when  it  is  fo  lodged, 
and  remains  uninterrupted,  it  does  fo  pro¬ 
duce  it.  In  general,  after  examining  wo¬ 
men,  or  delivering  of  women,  who  have  a 
chancre,  or  a  gonorrhoea,  the  hands  are 
wafhed,  it  does  not  follow,  that  that  which 
is  poffible  to  happen  will  happen,  becaufe 
the  hands  are  continued  to  be  wafhed,  and 
.'m  '■  the 
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the  adhering  virus  is  by  this  manner  re¬ 
moved.  But  when  there  has  been  a  cut  or 
a  fore  upon  the  finger,  in  that  cafe,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  waffling  of  the  hands,  and  not¬ 
withstanding  the  infignificance  of  the  cut  or 
fore,  for  if  it  had  been  important,  it  would 
have  been  from  that  caufe  bound  up,  the 
fubtlety  of  the  fluid  has  taken  in  many  in¬ 
stances  effect,  a  chancre  has  been  produced 
in  confequence,  and  this  chancre  has  been 
feldom  known  to  be  cured,  without  the  con¬ 
stitution  being  moil  rapidly  infefted,  and 
without  a  Stronger  and  a  longer  application, 
of  mercury,  than  where  the  infeCtion  hath 
been  contracted  in  the  ufual  manner,  and 
on  the  ufual  parts.  I  know  of  four  prac¬ 
titioners  in  midwifry,  who  have  experienced 
this  condition,  and  the  cafe  of  one  of  them 
became  fo  defperate,  as  to  baffle  all  art  for 
near  feven  years}  when  during  that  time  all 
the  medical  attention  of  all  the  medical  men 

of 
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of  this  and  other  countries  were  employed 
to  it*

A  tooth  in  tranfplantation,  which  is  fe- 
leCted  for  its  beauty,  and  for  its  foundnefs, 
and  which  to  the  individual  who  firft  pof- 
felled  it,  was  to  all  intents  harmlefs  in  its 
original  fituation,  and  which,  although  the 
fubjefl  who  originally  pofFefled  it,  was  ve- 
nereally  infeCted,  would  have  never,  as  a 

venereal  tooth,  been  productive  of  ill  effe£ts

to  the  fubjeCi  who  was  the  original  poffefTor  5 
by  this  fame  tooth  being  tranfplanted  into 
the  focket  of  another  fubject,  the  local  ve¬ 
nereal  infeCtion  will  be  immediately  fpread, 
a  general  ulceration  of  the  furrounding 
parts  will  follow,  and  the  venereal  difeafe  will 
fooner  be  conftitutionally  imparted  in  this 
inftance  alfo,  than  in  the  common  and  ordi¬ 
nary  mode  of  its  being  communicated. 

I  mean  to  infer  from  what  I  have  ad¬ 
vanced.

vanced,  that  the  local  application  of  the  in- 
fedted  fluid  of  one  fubjedt,  fo  remaining  upon 
another  as  that  it  may  have  the  opportu¬ 
nity  of  taking  effedt,  that  it  will  always  take 
effedt  on  any  part,  that  it  will  be  from  the 
law  of  poifons  a  neceflary  confequence.  And 
I  mean  to  prove  from  what  I  fhall  fay  here¬ 
after,  that  the  local  fluid  of  a  gonorrhoea 
or  chancre  of  a  fubjedt  thus  only  locally 
infedted  either  with  the  one  or  with  the 
other,  will  not,  or  cannot  vcnereally  infect 
any  other  part  to  which  it  can  be  applied  of 
the  fame  fubjedt.  In  other  words,  I  mean 
to  prove,  that  the  venereal  fluid,  fo  far  as 
it  refers  to  the  fame  fubject,  and  fo  far  as  it 
may  be  fufpedted  to  be  capable  of  adting 
upon,  and  of  producing  either,  chancre  or 
gonorrhoea,  or  both,  when  conveyed  to  an-4 
other  part  of  the  fame  fubjedt  in  fuch  a 
manner  that  it  would,  if  it  could  produce 

them,  will  not  ever  produce  them.  And

farther,  I  mean  to  prove — but  that  I  believe, 

will 
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will  upon  reflation  be  found  to  be  un-

neceffary,  for  every  day’s  obfervation  does 
prove  it— —that  gonorrhoeal  fluid  on  the 
fame  fubjedt,  fecreted  by  the  fame  fub-

jedt,  never  produces  a  chancre  on  the 
fame  fubjedt,  and  that  chancrous  fluid 
on  the  fame  fubjedt,  fecreted  by  the 
fame  fubjedt,  never  produces  a  gonor¬ 
rhoea.— I  mean  to  prove  more,  or  at 
lead:  I  mean  to  declare  pofitively,  that  if 
in  confequence  of  the  original  fluid  which 
was  received  from  another  fubjedt  and  which 
took  effect,  only  that  part  where  this  ab  criginc 
fluid  acted  ever  was  impreffed  or  acted  upon 
through  this  fingle  connedtion  by  this  vene¬ 
real  fluid,  and  that  if  there  were  not  the 
lead:  grounds  or  poffibility  of  any  other 
infection  being  contracted,  fo  that  every 
other  power  was  precluded,  but  that  if  a 
chancre  on  this  part  was  ever  followed  by

another  chancre,  or  by  a  gonorrhoea,  that 
fuch  frefh  local  fymptom  mud  be  produced 

B  out 
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Out  of  tlie  original  chancre  which  was  the  feat 
of  the  a£tion  of  the  fluid  of  the  other  fub- 
je6t,  if  it  was  at  all*  I  mean  to  be  under- 
flood  in  this  inftance  to  fay,  that  it  is  im- 
poflible  to  come  to  pafs,  and  that  it  never 
did  come  to  pafs. 

Thofe  who  from  conftant  obfervatioft 
have  declared,  that  the  original  caufe  which 
produced  gonorrhoea  and  chancre  was  not 
the  fame,  were  led  to  this  declaration  from 
obferving,  that  if  they  had  been  the  fame,  the 
natural  confequence  in  their  opinions  muft 
have  been,  that  chancrous  fluid,  where  it  was 
within  contact  of  the  urethra,  would  gene^ 
rate  gonorrhoea,  and  what  they  thought,  if 
the  original  caufe  were  the  fame,  was  more 
evident  ftill  to  be  expected,  as  the  certain 
refult  of  their  being  produced  from  the  fame 
virus— that  the  continued  lodgment  of  the 
venereal  fluid  from  a  gonorrhoea  upon  the 
glans,  within  fide  of  the  prepuce,  and  around 

the 
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the  corona-glandis,  muft,  if  they  were  the 
fame,  to  a  certainty  produce  at  leaft  thofe 
fymptoms  which  are  found  to  be  produced 
from  one  Angle  connexion  that  is  held  with 

a  venereal  fubjecf,  fo  locally  difeafed  as  to 

■  \ 

confer  them.  The  fadt  is  certain,  that 
the  one  does  not  arife  out  of  the  other  •,  but 
the  manner  in  which  they  attempted  to  ac¬ 
count  for  it,  was  not  alfo  certain.  Their 

obfervation,  that  the  one  fymptom  did  not 
arife  out  of  the  other  upon  the  fame  fubjedt, 
was  juft  5  but  their  denial,  that  the  two  fymp¬ 
toms  were  the  fame  in  the  firfl:  caufe,  that 
they  originated  from  the  fame  fluid,  always, 
was  wrong ;  that  is,  they  reafoned  to  ac¬ 
count  for  an  evident  and  palpable  truth  up¬ 
on  falfe  premifes.  Their  candour  would 
not  permit  them  to  withhold  the  fadt,  al-^ 
though  they  could  not  rightly  account  for  it. 
They  faw  a  truth  in  common  occurrence, 
which  they  wanted  to  explain,  but  could 

i 

not  explain. 
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Others  feeing  that  the  fluid  from  ganor- 
rhoeadid  not  produce  chancre,  naturally  con¬ 
cluded,  that  becaufe  it  poffeffed  not  the  pow¬ 
er  of  producing  any  local  effeft,  no  confti- 
tutional  infection  could  be  imparted  from  a 
gonorrhoea.  Even  amongft  thofe  who  admit¬ 
ted,  for  inftance,  that  the  infection  from  both 
/ 

was  the  fame,  fome  of  that  opinion  could  not 
be  brought  to  believe,  that  the  conftitution 
could  ever  be  infe£ted  through  gonorrhoea, 
becaufe  they  found  that  it  did  not  produce 
chancre  as  the  fluid  palled  out  of  the  ure¬ 
thra  and  lodged  on  the  parts  without  the 

urethra.  •  Becaufe,  fay  they,  if  this  fluid 

% 

poffefles  a  power  of  infection,  prove  to  us, 
that  it  locally  does  fo,  before  that  we  are 
requefted  to  grant  to  you,  that  it  can,  or 
does  conflitutionally  infect  ?  And  for  this 
reafon,  a  gonorrhoea  has  been  pronounced 
by  them  to  be  harmlefs  in  its  nature,  to  be 
alike  to  any  other  inflammatory  attack,  hav- 
ng  no  relation  to  virulence,  for  that  it  could 

not 
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not  produce  another  venereal  local  fymp- 
tom,  and  in  the  end,  cured  itfelf.  But  it  is 
fortunate  for  the  truth  of  my  theory,  that 
fome  of  that  opinion  to  which  I  laft  alluded, 
have  proved  to  their  conviftion  by  experi¬ 
ments,  that  gonorrhoeal  and  chancrous  fluid 
are  from  the  fame  origin ;  and  that  as  my  the-* 
ory  is  alfb  founded  upon  the  fame  bafis,  if  it 
flood  in  need  of  any  fupport  from  them,  I 
am  certain  that  their  ufual  candour  and  ala¬ 
crity  to  promote  the  truth,  from  whomfoever 
it  comes,  will  not  be  reludlantly  bellowed  on 
this, 

*  * 

it  was  from  the  want  of  this  difcrimina- 
tion,  that  the  venereal  fecretion  of  a  fubjeft 
was  inadlive  upon  the  fame  fubjefl,  that  it 
was  a  harmlefs  fecretion  to  the  fubjedl  which 
fecreted  it,  that  modem  theorifts  have  gone 
into  erroneous  venereal  experiments — and 
where  thefe  experiments  have  been  tried,  the 
fefult  from  them  has,  from  the  fame  want 

of 
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of  dilcrimination,  involved  the  queftion  into 
yet  more  doubt,  and  yet  more  difficulty,  and 
which  nothing  but  the  true  knowledge  of 
this  theory  could  ever  have  fplved,  and  this 
plainly  folves  it. 

Where  thefe  experiments  have  been  tried, 
the  refult  of  them  has  not  been  according 
with  intention,  but  depending  upon  ac¬ 
cident  5  where  gonorrhoeal  fluid  has  been 
taken  from  one  fubjeft  and  inferted  into 
another,  there  a  chancre  has  been  the  con- 
fequence  5  but  where  gonorrhoeal  fluid  has 
been  taken  and  inferted  into  another  part 
of  the  fame  fubjecl,  there  no  chancre  would, 
or  could  have  been  produced  by  it-- no  more 
than  it  can  or  does  produce  a  chancre  any 
where  about  the  parts  of  the  penis  from  the 
natural  and  continued  flux  of  the  gonor¬ 
rhea!  fluid  from  the  urethra. 

Thofe  who  tried  thefe  experiments  with  the 

idea 
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idea  of  afcertaining  and  confirming  that  go¬ 
norrhoea  and  chancre  were  produced  from  the 
fame  virus,  were  more  at  a  lofs  than  ever— 
were  wider  from  the  mark  in  accounting  for 
the  reciprocal  innocency  of  thefe  fluids,  as  they 
were  found  in  their  natural  adlion  upon  the 
fame  fubjedl—  -for  their  experiments  brought 
them  to  confefs,  that  the  fame  fluid  does  in- 
difcriminately  produce  both  fyrhptoms,  and 
that  the  diftindtion  betwixt  them  confifts 
only  in  the  anatomical  diftindtion  of  the 
parts  on  which  the  fluid  is  fecreted.  They 
of  courfe  knew  this  fadt,  but  ftill  the  refult 
of  their  experiments  was  at  variance  with 
the  natural  progrefs  of  both  fluids,  as  it  was 
found  to  adt  upon  the  fame  fubjedt.  I  have 
ever  condemned  this  mode  of  afcertaining 
fafts.  An  experiment  made  upon  a  prin¬ 
ciple  in  error,  can  only  be  an  echo  of  that 
principle  in  error.  It  appears  in  this  in- 
fiance,  that  experiments  in  their  refult

ought  to  be  with  caution  liftened  to— for  as 

they 
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they  were  originally  founded  in  error,  as 
they  were  injudicioufly  planned  from  the 
very  beginning,  and  whether  they  fucceeded 
in  proving  that  the  two  fluids  were  the  fame 
or  not,  that  fuccefs  depending  upon  the  ac¬ 
cidental  and  precarious  circumflance  of  the 
experiment  being  made  from  the  fluid  of  the 
fame  fubjedl,  or  that  of  another,  they  could 
not  have  ever  been  fuccefsful  in  fixing  the 
fa£l,  nor  in  proving  why  gonorrhoeal  fluid 
and  chancrous  fluid  were  harmlefs  to  the 
fame  fubjedf  who  fecreted  them.  For  the 
experiments  which  prove  that  gonorrhoeal 
and  chancrous  fluids  are  the  fame,  are  not 
calculated  to  account  for  the  innocent  ac¬ 
tion  of  both  upon  the  fubject  who  fecrets 
them.  There  cannot  be  a  doubt,  but 
that  they  were  induced  to  make  thefe  ex¬ 
periments  folelv  becaufe  they  faw  that 
gonorrhoeal  fluid  did  not  produce  chancre

on  the  fame  fubjecl ;  but  in  their  attempt  to 
explore  the  true  caufe,  they  offered  a  violence 

4-  '  '  tO 
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to  nature,  and  the  common  order  of  the  cafe, 
by  referring  to  another  fubjeft  for  the  proof 
of  that  which  was  particular  to  the  fame  fub-  - 
je£t,  which  other  Subject,  in  this  inftance, 
ought  to  have  been  totally  out  of  the  ques¬ 
tion.

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If  that  they  had  followed  the  dictates  of 
the  natural  action  of  the  poifon,  if  that  they 
watched  the  effects,  if  that  they  had  traced 
effe£ts  up  to  the  caufe,  and  if  that  they  had 
fcrupuloufly  informed  themfelves  of  thofe 
which1  in  common  courfe  of  the  natural 

operation  of  the  poifon  were  the  moft  obvi- 

« 

ous  and  natural  occurrences,  this  would  have 
been  the  refult  of  fuch  an  attentive  and 
watchful  obfervation. 

They  would  have  found  from  examin¬ 
ing  the  woman  who  infefled  the  man, 
after  repeated  proofs,  from  repeated  fa£tsa 
that  the  two  fluids  were  the  fame  in  their 
:  C  nature* 
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feature,  and  that  the  diflindtion  betwixt 
them  was  only  a  difference  in  the  adtion 
of  the  fame  poifon  on  different  anatomical 
parts.  They  would  have  alfo  been  con¬ 
vinced  beyond  a  doubt,  that  gonorrhoeal 
fluid  on  the  fame  fubjedl  would  not  pro¬ 
duce  a  chancre,  and  that  no  one  chancre 

I 

would  produce  another  chancre  on  the  fame 

fubject ;  but  that  if  there  be  one  or  ten 

* 

chancres  upon  the  fame  fubjedt,  and  upon  a 

variety  of  anatomical  parts,  if  fome  appeared

early  and  others  late,  every  one  of  them  were 
contracted  and  produced  from  the  fluid  that 
was  imparted  by  the  infecting  fubjedt.  And 
further,  they  would  have  been  convinced 
that  a  gonorrhoea  was  never  found  to  have 
been  produced  from  the  fluid  of  chancre  on 
the  fame  fubjedt.  They  would  have  feen  a 
chancre  make  its  way  upon  the  glans  into 
the  very  aperture,  and  eating  away  the  com- 
miffures  of  the  urethra,  and  no  gonorrhoea 
ever  produced  in  confequence.

By  thus  watching  the  natural  aftion  of 
the  poifon*  and  its  natural  and  relative  pro- 
grefs,  they  would  have  feen  the  extent  of  the 
power  of  it  in  the  ftrongeft  light.  By  de¬ 
parting  from  this  natural  a£tion,  and  this 
natural  and  relative  progrefs  of  the  poifon, 
and  by  going  in  confequence  into  outrageous 
experiment,  they  turned  themfelves  out  of 
the  only  path  which  could  condudl  them

onward  in  the  way  to  truth.

They  have  all  along  avoided  meeting  the 
whole  of  the  queftion  fairly,  for  thofe  mif- 
giving  fkepticks  have  been  only  feen  to  doubt 
one  half  of  the  queftion  ;  they  have  all  of 
them  confined  their  doubts  to  gonorrhoea, 
being  the  fame  in  origin  as  chancre,  that 
gonorrhoea  would  ever  produce  a  chancre 
after  any  manner  whatever,  becaufe  that  no 
chancre  broke  out  in  confequence  of  gonor¬ 
rhoea  upon  the  fame  fubjeft.  But  they  were 
never  heard  to  fay  a  fyllable  upon  the  other

half  of  the  queftion,  which  is  much  the 
ftrongeft  in  the  confirmation  of  my  theory^ 
namely,  that  one  chancre  on  the  fame  fub- 
ject  will  not  produce  another  chancre,  not' 
will  it  produce  a  gonorrhoea. 

:  But  now  it  reihains  for  me  to  place  the 
truth  of  my  theory  in  a  more  confpicuous 
mew,  if  it  be  neceflary,  or  if  it  be  poffible, 
than  I  have  yet  hitherto  done.  I  have 
fhewn,  and  I  truft  the  fadt  is  fatisfadto- 
rily  eftablifhed,  that  in  order  that  the  dif- 
eafe  may  be  imparted  from  one  fubjedt  to 
another,  from  a  fubjedt  infected  to  a  found 
fubjedt,  it  is  only  necefiary  that  the  fluid 
from  the  infedted  fubjedt  fhould  come  into 
contact  with  any  part  of  a  found  fubjedt, 
‘  and  that  thereby  fuffering  it  to  remain  un- 
difturbed  fo  that  it  can  act,  a  pofiibility  for 
infedtion  will  be  given— and  that  by  this 
means,  it  has  the  power  of  adting  even  up- 
'  on  found  Ikjn,  But  I  do  not  exadt  fo  much

as  this  in  my  poftulatum.  I  only  defire 
your  acquiefcence  to  the  belief,  that  from 
a  cut  or  fore  upon  the  finger,  practitioners 
in  midwifery  have  been  infedted  in  confe- 
quence  of  their  examining  women  who  were 
pregnant,  and  who  at  the  fame  time  pof- 
ieffed  one  of  the  two  fymptoms,  or  both 
gonorrhoea  and  chancre.  And  I  defire  your 
acquiefcence  to  the  many  fatal  inftances,  to 
the  fatal  ravages  which  have  been  committed 
in  confequence  of  the  local  venereal  action 
from  tranfplanted  teeth,  which  teeth  to  all 
appearance  were  found  and  beautiful  in  the 
fockets  of  the  original  poflefior,  and  which 
teeth  ^might  have  been  fhifted  from  one 
focket  of  the  original  pofTeffor  to  another, 
without  bringing  forward  any  baneful  ef¬ 
fects  from  the  bare  removal  of  them.  I

truft  that  you  are  in  want  of  no  further 
arguments  to  prove,  that  the  venereal  poi- 
fon  may  b$  propagated  by  inoculating  a 
found  fubjedl  with  the  venereal  fluid  of  a 

fttbjeft 
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fubjedt  locally  infedled  ;  and  that  it  is  front 
the  want  of  opportunity  only,  and  not 
from  the  inability  of  the  cafe,  that  fubjedts 
are  not  thus  more  commonly  infedled.  But 
in  the  obfervations  which  I  am  now  about 
to  prefer  before  you,  it  will  be  apparent 
that  the  opportunity  is  always  prefent,  but

that  the  ability  never  is.

If  it  were  poflible  that  our  own  venereal 
fecretions  could  infedl  ourfelves,  I  fliall  be 
glad  to  know  how  many  young  men  or 
women  could  efcape  fuch  adlion,  when  the 
gonorrhoeal  and  chancrous  fluids  are  dis¬ 
charged  in  fuch  profufion  for  weeks  or 
months,  and  when  the  patient  is  in  the 
conftant  habit  of  Angering  them  ?  Where 
a  pimple  may  abforb  them  or  a  cut  ?  Where 
that  which  is  received  by  the  linen  would 
infedl,  and  where  it  would,  to  a  moral  cer¬ 
tainty,  if  it  were  poflible,  how  does  it  come 
to  pafs  that  we  find  no  inftance  of  it  upon 

record  ? 
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record?  Where  the  fame  fingers  which 
handle  thefe  parts  are  applied  to  the  lips, 
the  nofe,  and  the  eyes  ?  Where,  from  the 
flovenlinefs  of  fome,  and  the  poverty  of 

others,  the  fame  handkerchief  is  often  em- 

« 

ployed  to  receive  the  difcharge,  and  to  wipe 
the  nofe,  the  eyes,  and  the  face  ?  Where 
are  the  inftances  in  confequence  of  this  un¬ 
wary  indulgence  of  the  experiment,  if  that 
any  confequences  of  other  infe£tion,  on 
other  parts  of  the  fame  fubje£t  could  be 
produced  through  it  ?  I  fay  for  myfelf, 
that  I  never  faw  infection  fairly  transferred 
after  this  manner $  and  I  never  read  or  heard 
of  a  cafe  where  that  it  was  clearly  proved  to 
be  fo.  But  if  the  infection  could  be  transfer¬ 
red  in  this  manner,  who  could  efcape  in¬ 
fection  on  other  parts  through  the  infecting 
fluid  difcharged  for  a  continuance  of  time  ? 

Thefe  arguments  are  referable  to  the  fame 
unwary  indulgence  of  the  infection  of  not 

only

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only  gonorrhoeal  and  chancrous  fluids,  but 

alfo  of  the  fluid  from  a  bubo. - 1  have 

rubbed  thefe  fluids  on  fores  of  the  fame 
fubje£l  over  and  over  again,  and  never  was 
able  to  trace  the  fmalleft  effeft  from  them. 
I  have  feen  thefe  fluids  dwell  upon  pimples

long  enough  for  effe6t,  without  any  ef¬ 
fect.  Within  thefe  few  days  a  young  gen¬ 
tleman,  who  was  fore  from  riding,  and

who  had  a  gonorrhoea,  applied  to  me,  I 
rubbed  his  gonorrhoeal  fluid  on  the  galled 
parts,  and  he,  from  confidence  in  my 
opinion,  did  repeatedly  the  fame,  but  not 
the  leaft  fenfible  effect  was  produced  from 
it.

It  is  confefled,  that  the  firfl  fign  of  ve-

nereal  infeftion  may  be  one  or  more  buboes 
in  the  groin;  and  from  this  circumftance  it 
is  clear,  that .  the  venereal  poifon  received 
from  another  fubjeft  can  be  abforbed  with- 
out  leaving  any  local  impreffion  on  the 

part 
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part  where  that  it  firft  obtained  a  lodger 
ment. 

The  importance  of  this  truth,  upon  re¬ 
flexion,  is  more  than  we  are  aware  of.  It 
proves  that  the  firft  local  fymptoms,  when

that  they  do  appear  of  any  denomination, 
are  not  neceflary  for  infeXing  the  conftitu- 
tion  $  it  proves  that  the  fecretions  excited 
by  the  local  aXion  of  the  foreign  fluid  (by 
which  I  mean  that  fluid  which  is  imparted 
by  the  infeXing  fubjeX)  have  no  neceflary 
fliare  in  infeXing  the  conftitution ;  and  it 
alfo  proves,  that  it  is  the  aXual  abforption 
of  the  foreign  venereal  fluid  into  the  con¬ 
ftitution  which  infeXs  the  conftitution ;  it 
proves  that  the  fubjeX  infeXed  is  both  lo¬ 
cally  and  conftitutionally  aXed  upon  by  the 
foreign  fluid,  and  that  it  is  the  aXual  pur- 
fuit  of  that  foreign  fluid,  which,  pervading 
the  conftitution,  is  productive  of  all  the  ve~ 

D  nereal 
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nereal  fymptoms  that  arife  out  of  the  ac* 
tion  natural  to  that  infeftion. 

It  is  not  only  always  the  foreign  fluid 
received  from  an  infecting  fubj eft  which  in- 
fefts  the  fubjeft  who  receives  it,  but  it  is 
alfo  the  permanent  aftion  of  the  foreign 
fluid  only,  which  is  the  fupport  of  the 
difeafe,  and  which  keeps  it  alive  and  conti^ 
nues  its  power,  unlefs  that  it  be  exinguifhed 
by  the  aftion  of  mercury.  In  fiiort,  the 
difeafe  confifts  wholly  in  the  prefence  of 
that  venereal  fluid,  foreign  and  obnoxious 
to  the  conftitution  into  which  it  has  found 
admittance,  and  upon  which  it  is  acting, 
The  fluid  which  is  produced  from  the  local 
aftion  of  that  foreign  fluid  will  be,  when  im¬ 
parted  to  another  fubjeft,  not  the  fame  in  its 
natural  aftion  as  it  was  to  the  fubjeft 
who  gave  it,  for  the  fubjeft:  who  gave  it, 
gave  a  fecretion  of  his  own,  but  as  that 

fecretion 
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fecretion  was  excited  in  conlequence  of  the 
adion  of  the  foreign  fluid  of  another  fub- 
jed,  fo  will  the  adion  of  the  fluid  be  al¬ 
ways  the  fame  when  it  is  transferred.  As 
the  fecretion  of  another,  the  fluid  will  be

adive,  as  a  fecretion  of  one's  own,  it  will 
be  paffive. 

C  is  infeded  by  the  impreflion  which 
the  venereal  fluid  has  made  on  fome 
part  or  other  of  C,  either  locally  or  con- 
ftitutionally.  This  venereal  fluid  was 
imparted  to  C  from  B.  This  fluid  to  B 
was  a  fluid  produced  in  confequence  of 
the  venereal  adion  of  a  foreign  fluid 
which  B  received  from  A .  The  fluid 
fecreted  by  B  is  the  effed  of  the  ftimu- 
lus  of  the  foreign  fluid  which  B  re¬ 
ceived  from  A,  and  to  B  as  a  fluid  fe¬ 
creted  on  a  local  part  of  B,  through  the 
adion  of  the  foreign  ftimulus  received

from  A ,  that  fluid  will  be  harmlefs,  will 
he  merely  the  refult  of  the  acftion  of 
the  foreign  ftimulus  communicated 
from  A  to  J3.— - But  when  B  transfers 
this  fluid  to  C,  which  was  fecreted  by 
By  in  confequence  of  the  acftion  of  the 
foreign  ftimulus  imparted  by  A,  this 
fluid  fo  transferred  from  B  to  C,  will 
produce  fimilar  effects  as  a  foreign  fti¬ 
mulus  acfting  on  C,  as  that  fluid  which 
was  transferred  from  A  to  5,  produced 
on  B ;  and  fo  will  the  fyftem  of  in-

fedlion  go  on  from  C  to  D.— -The  fluid 
which  B  fecreted,  muft  therefore  be 
confidered  as  a  fecretion  proper  to  By 
and  therefore  harmlefs  to  B ;  but  as 
it  was  produced  from  a  poifon  imparted 
by  A  to  B-y  fo  can  B  transfer  that 
power  the  fame  in  its  nature  to  C, 
which  B  received  from  A.

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It  is  therefore  felf-evident  that  as  our 
own  fecretions  do  not  interfere,  fo  as  that 
gonorrhoeal  fluid  fliall  locally  produce  chan¬ 
cre,  or  vice  verfa>  no  more  will  the  pro- 
grefs  of  the  foreign  fluid  when  abforbed  be 
either  influenced  in  its  a£tion,  be  either  ad¬ 
vanced,  or  retarded,  be  in  any  ways  affe£ted 
from  the  fluid,  barely  as  a  fluid,  which  arifes 
in  confequence  of  chancre,  gonorrhoea,  or 
bubo,  on  the  fame  fubjeft.  But  all  future 
venereal  conftitutional  confequences  depend 
totally  and  wholly  upon  the  adtual  abforp- 
tion  of  that  venereal  fluid  which  was  im¬ 
parted  from  another  fubjeft.  Every  vene¬ 
real  inflammation,  every  ulcer,  every  pain, 
both  local  and  conftitutional  are  the  paflive 
effects  of  the  adtive  power  of  the  foreign 
venereal  fluid.  And  fo  far  as  they  refer  to 
the  fubject  who  poflefles  them,  the  fymp- 
toms  of  gonorrhoea,  chancre,  and  bubo, 
& c.  are  only  fo  many  arguments  of  the 

prefence 
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prefence  of  the  foreign  fluid,  and  of  its 
action  upon  thefe  parts.  But  if  the  fluid 
of  either  be  imparted  to  another  fubjedl,  it 
will  act  on  that  fubjedl  fimilar  to  the  adtion 
of  that  fluid  which  was  received  from  a  prior 
fubject  upon  the  fubjedl  who  imparted  it. 

I  truft  that  I  have  explained  that  which 
I  meant  to  explain  ;  and  that  which  ftrikes 
me  as  an  unalterable  permanent  truth. — - 
A  truth  which  opens  to  our  comp  rehen  flon 
many  of  the  moft  important  phenomena  of

the  venereal  adlion,  a  truth  which  enables 
us  to  fee  with  more  clearnefs,  the  way 
which  nature  purfues,  a  truth  by  which  the 
adtion  of  the  poifon  is  guided,  and  con- 
trouled,  as  it  were  with  a  bridle,  a  truth 
which  gives  a  different  turn  to  almoft  the 
whole  of  our  theoretick  reafoning  upon  the 
fubject,  and  a  truth  which  from  analogous 
references  will  be  found  according  with 

the 
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the- general  and  relative  law  of  adtion  in 
other  poilons.  And  I  dare  venture  to  af¬ 
firm,  that  the  diftindtion  which  this  truth 
affords,  will  hereafter  open  a  wide  field  for 
the  more  clear  inveftigation  of  many  phe¬ 
nomena  which  offer  throughout  the  whole 
pf  the  dodlrme  of  pathology. 
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
